“It ia much’ to be” feared “(bays the ~ 
Standard) that the mosquito bas’ come to 
satay. For soveral years past complaints 
have been made that its sbrill trumpet no 
haa been hoard and-ite irritating puncture 
felt in thé vicinity of Lndon, eapecially ia 
tho Valley of the Lea; but now the 
sufferera there aro more than ever 
numerous, and oven Kensingtou, Croydon, - - 
and Hampstead, though far away from 
tearshy ground, are no longer free. Like: - 
the poor, tho mosquito has long been with 
us. For two or three years in succession ‘ 
it pesterod guests at tho Grosvanor Hotel 
not very ‘long after it had been opened, ’: 
but, after the plague had been, traced to 
"some tanks at the top of the building, ib 
was promptly suppressed. We can hardly 
attribute its increase to the present weather, 
because ithas boen thriving through accuple 
of dry Summers, though possibly the rathor 
wot Spring may have favoured the develop- 
ment of the larvae.
